(me of the preatest works of enry
Vorbragren is the carved palp:t of the
grand parochial church at HBroassels
The whole design is an allegorioal
seene. At the base are Adam and Eve
life size, expelling the angel, while
grim death himself may be seen hover
ing in the rear. The first pair boar
upon their shounlders o hollow  glolae,
the cavity being the place where the
preacher stands while delivering his
sermons.  Frioon the globe rises a troe
sustaining & canopy, which in turn
supporis two figrures, onie of an angcl
and the other a female representing
Truth. Above nll this is the Virgin
and the infant Jesus erushing the ser-
pent’s head with a cross.
